HALIFAX, Va.. March 27.—Thomas G. Poole, formerly cashier 


of the State Bank of Virgilina and held accountable for a known 
shortage of $133,000 and perhaps one which will reach $200,000 did 
hot answer his name this morning when it was called in the Halifax 
Circuit Court. 
He was to have been tried today on nine indictments 


alleging embezzlement and fal^e entries or in general terms with loot- 
ing the°rural bank and causing financial embarrassment to hundreds 
of "depositors whose life-time savings have been swept away. 


State Senator M. B. Booker, vho is defending Poole, addressed 


Judge H. B. Gregory, of Roanoke, sent here by Governor Trinkle to 
try the case and presented a sworn statement from Dr. Robert C. 
Bryan of Grace Hospital. Richmond, this setting forth the :factn that 
Poole is'a patient in that hospital and'that-to make the -trip -from 
Richmond to Halifax would seriously endanger the life of the accus- 
ed 
It was further set forth that Dr. Bryan had been familiar with 


the physical condition of the accused for the past three years. 
In 


1922 Poole underwent an operation for the removal of one of his kid- 
neys and the Richmond physician has since treated him.

One" result of the continuance of 
Poole'6 case today will be the ruling 
on the contingent liabilities of the 
bank. The receiver has instituted suit 
against the bank to have a judicial 
interpretation on a sum aggregating 
$60,000 representing amounts which 
alleged depositors say they paid into 
the bank but of which there is no 
record other than that on the pass 
books. This may result in the bank's 
shortage being definitely ascertained 
by April and if these liabilities are 
allowed, the shortage wll be close 
on $200.000.

—James B. Scholefield held in the 
county-jail here on a charge of big- 
amy, admitted today that he is the 
missing former secretary of the Unit- 
ed States Football Association. He de- 
clined, liowever, to discuss reports 
that he is wanted in New York on 
charges of embezzlement and* that he 
jumped his bond. 


Scholefield related a story of con- 
sorting with 'fast company" 1n New 
York, loss of memory and finding 
himself stranded in Rhode Island af- 
ter an interval 
He said he then 
worked his way south, engaging in 
religious work in various Virginia ci- 
ties and fnaily landed -in Greensboro 
as an expert accountant and engaged 
actvely in religious and community 
work. 


Although the man wanted in New 
York is said to have been named 
lames R Scholefield. the "• man held 
here said today that his real name :s 
James Eastwood Scholefield. He was 
going under the name John Eastwood 
when arrested here. 
For a t.me he 
served as secretary of the Fredericks- 
burg, Va.. chamber of commerce. 


Scholefield was airaigned m Munic- 


ipal court here \esterday on the 
charge of having married Miss Nina 
Fulton. Greensboro society woman, at 
Winston-Salem last December while 
he alreadj had another wife 


The first wife. Mrs. Ruth Archie 


Scholefield, who says Scholefield mar- 
ried 'her in Bristol. Conn., in 1920. 
was the chief witness against the 
former football association official 
She traced him from New- England 
through Virginia and finally caused 
his arrest here- 
When arraigned 
Scboleficld 
ad- 
mitted the two marriages and was 
held in $10.000 bail to the grand jury. 
He w-as unable to arrange bond- 
Scholefield told acquaintances here 
that he came to this country from 
England soon after the war and later 
became connected with the United 
States Football association. 
"When I met Mrs. ScholeSeld (wife 
No, 1) I was secretary of the United 
States Football association." Schole- 
field said today. "I went to New- York 
in connection with my business and 
got into fast company. I absented my- 
self from my office for a considerable 
time and there was an interval of sev- 
eral days that I don't remember any- 
thing about. When I came to myself 
I was stranded in Rhode Island. 


"The country at that time was in 
such a condition that it was prac- 
tically impossible to cet work- J was 
down and out. My idea then was th.it 
1 had lost my occupation and could >

30 Days Notice 


of Candidacies

Candidacies for the city council, as

Crime still exists, major criminals— 


bandits, 
burglars. 
gunmen— 
still 


make the city their headquarters, vice 
walks openly on' thestrets, bootleg 
booze continues to be sold, and real 
pre-prohlbUion beer may be had for 
the small sum' of 10 cents a glass. 


The majority believes Butier can- 


not last much longer. 
They realize 


here Butler's activities may be com- 
pared to a fist held wrist-deep in the 
Atlantic ocean—when the fist is with- 
drawn, the water rushes in leaving 
no trace of a depression. They feel 
Butler has made too many speeches. 
They know he is making an honest 
attempt to rid Philadelphia' of un- 
desirables, but secretly a good per- 
centage of them believes even Butler 
has begun to feel "th problm too mo- 
numntal. 


Butler's pressure is being felt most 


by that part of the public which 
must rely for Its liquor on the cornet- 
saloon, which has no friends "on the 
inside." f that there- is no question. 
I talked with scores; who complained 
the saloon t!iey:had been .used to fre- 
quenting had quit. selling real beer, 
and that they had to look up other 
more fearless plcaes —of which there 
are many. 


Vice Still Rampant 


Among others, the writer had a long 
talk with a man generally acknowl- 
edged to know more of Philadelphia's 
underworld than any 
other- single- 


individual in the city. 
This man, is- 


about 58. looks like a retired banker, 
and stops; at one of the most exclusive 
hotels in the city. 
f 


Before the. writer talked with him 


he had been told: 'Should the man 
you are about to talk with: suddenly 
be Imbued with a desire to clean up 
the the city, he could do more in one 
week than a million BujLlers1 could do 
in a million years." 
. 


All. his life this man has had close 


contact "with underworld characters, 
the big fellows who "pull" big jobs, 
who kill for a price, who sell booze in 
huge quantities, who rule their world. 


And this man told me: 'Not one 


underworld woman has left'the city 
since Butler took hold. Not one boot- 
legger of any consequence has been 
caught. 
Gambling, 
dope-peddling, 


booze-selling is' operated today on as 
big a scale as ever." 


It must not be "supposed Butler has 


done nothing. 
He has reduced the 


sale of poisonous booze. He has raid- 
ed gambling halls and shut them up. 
He has forced the underworld wo- 
man, to coyer.

—When 
the new batieship Colorado sends the 
old North Dakota to the bottom 01 
the sea, as a target, April 28, quite 
a bit more than $25.000,000 of Am- 
erican tax-payers' money will be shot 
to pieces likewise. 


The North Dakota's original cost, 
plus equipment and 
improvements 
during her 14 years' service, amount- 
ed to 18,500,000. 


Her personnel, including pay and 
maintamance, the fuel 
she burned,

cidental to keeping her in commls* 
sion cost $1,288,000 during the fiscal 
year 1923. 
The North Dakota was 
commissioned In April, 1910, so that 
she'd have seen 14 years' service U 
she'd been kept at work clear up to 
the end, but she wasn't, so call it 


13 years. Thirteen years at J1.388,- 
000 a year—116.744,000; plus ?8,500,. 
000 —$26,244,000. 


.Never in Fight 


And what has the United States 
received in return? 
The North Dakota hasn't done any 
fighting to pay for her keep. 
She 
remained on this side of the water 
throughout 
the war. 
She's never 
fired a shot in an^er, 
But she's trained a lot of 
naval 
officers and gobs in the technique o» 
their profession. 
So she's had 
an 
educational value, 
from the stand- 
point of those who think an efficient 
navy an asset.

And she's had an insurance value, 
from the standpoint of those -nho see 
insurance in a strong navy.

Balancing varying claims and ad- 
missions of Republicans, Democrats 
and the Progressives interested in a 
third party, one obtains this result: 
Total certain Republican electoral 
vote, 91; certain Democratic, 178; 
Progressive, 35, and doubtful, 227. 
While these totals give the Demo- 
crats the beat if the showing, it must 
be remembered that a. third party 
ticket would disorganize the Repub- 
lican party more than it would the 
Democratic. 
Nothing but a third party would 
make Iowa or Pennsylvania doubt- 
ful. California might have gone into 


the doubtful column if Hiram John-, 
son headed a. third party movement, 
but as it stands that state safely can 
be placed in the G. O. P. lineup. 
The 'Democrat? are allowed the 
"Solid South." 
Senator Reed has been a disturb- 
ing factor in Missouri, but after the 
nomination there's no reason to be- 
lieve he'll be otherwise than "regu- 
lar."So much for the big parties' 
Minnesota, the Dakotas and Wis- 


consin should be Progressive. 
As to the "doubtful column", 
As between Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats in. Arizona a state election has 
hinged on as few as 30 votes. There 
ought to be enough Progressive to 
leave the state in doubt. 
The Progressive shadow haags over 
Colorado, Ihaho, Iowa, Michigan and 
Nebraska, which otherwise would go 
Republican 
Nobody can tell what 


effect a third ticket would have in 
any of them. Iowa and Michigan, in 
particular, might even give Progres- 
sive majorities 


Kansas, too, is a notoriously pe- 
culiar state, once strongly given to 
Populism.

Pennsylvania is doubtful by a nar- 


I row margin. Most likely it will be 
j Republican. 
Still, it went Democra- 
tic, owing to the Republican split 
when Roosevelt was third party can- 
didate. The Pinchot influence makes 
it further doubtful. 
Indiana- always is more or less 
doubtful, and Ralston's nomination 
probably would tilt the balance to- 
ward the Democrats. 
Montana 
looks Democratic, 
"but 
might go Progressive. 
Delaware, 
Nevada, 
New 
Jersey. 
New York, Ohio, Utah, Washington, 
West Virginia and Wyoming generally 
are classed as doubtful. 
With all this uncertainty, it would 
seem that three tickets might, by no 
strain of the Imagination, make it 
impossible for any single candidate to 
get the required "majority over all" 
electoral votes, .leaving the House of 
Representatives to choose the nexl 
president.
